ISLAND OF MADAGASCAR, 


Twas This Isle That Homer Visited on 


His Way to Odyssey. 


Everybody knows that a mystery 
hangs over the origin of the Hova race 
of Madagascar, that up to the French 
conquest ruled the several other races 
of the island, and that there are many 
postulates concerning it, The matter 
may now be considered settled; a 
Frenchman has discovered that they 
are descended from the ancient Greeks 
and that the deposed queen has a line- 
age direct from Ulysses and a Phaea- 
cian princess! This is interesting. It 
appears that the voyage of Ulysses re- 
counted, n the Odyssey was not made 
in the Mediterranean at all, but in the 
Indian ceean—we must suppose the 
isthmus of Suez already canaled, or 
that the boat was dragged across—and 
that the term of it was Madagascar. It 
was at the wells of Aden that Ulysses 
met the pérfidious daughter of the Les- 
trygons, and it was at Java that Circe 
held her magic court. The land of the 
Chimera and the Sirens are but the 
poetised hallucinations of the ship- 
wrecked. Escaping these dangers, 
Ulysses fell between the jaws of Scyl- 
la and Charybdis, not in the straits of 
Messina, but on the north coast of 
Madagascar, where in her fragrant 
bowers he met Calypso. 

Arrived at the court of Madagascar, 
what was the stupefaction of Ulysses 
to find that he had. been preceded there 
by men of his race, the Phaeacians, 
whose king, Antinous, was father of 
the fair Nausicaa. This last received 
him with the easy manners that pre- 
yail among Malagasche girls even to- 
day. There is no need to insist. If we 
agree to the rest we may very well ad- 
mit the persistence cf the royal race, 
and that the fair Nausicaa is the an- 
eestress of the black Ranavalo, the 
accident of clin.ate accounting for the 
ehange of tint. Beside this genealogy 
another Frenchman puts another 
equally ingenious one, that traces the 
old kings of France back also to the 
Hellade. “It is a certain fact that the 
kings of France descend from the 
noble line of Troy,” say the “Chron- 
icles of St. Denis,” and make the line 
remount to Francus, the grandson of 
Priam. Thus in some manner, the 
taking of Madagascar by the French 
may be considered the revenge of 
Priam’s children for the defeat of 
Troy.

A Gable Line 
Laid. 


iPrasident Begom 


the Present Session. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—The presi- 
dent sent a message to congress - 
calling attention to the urgent necessity 
for the construction of a cable across 
the Pacific ocean. It is as follows: 

As a consequence of the ratification 
of the treaty of Paris by the senate of 
the United States and its expected rati- 
fication by the Spanish government, the 
United States will come into pcssession 
of the Philippine islands on the farther 
shores of the Pacific, 

The Hawaiian islands and Guam be- 
ing United States territory, and forming 
convenient stopping places on the way 
across the sea, the necessity for speedy 
cable communication between ine 
United States and all these Pacific is- 
lands has become imperative. 

Such communication should be estab- 
lished in such a way as to be wholly un- 
der the control of the United States, 
whether in time of peace or war. At 
present the Philippines can be reached 
only by cables which’ pass through 
many countries, and the Hawaiian is- 
lands and Guam can only be communi- 
cated with by steamers, involving de- 
iays in each instance of alt least a week. 
The present conditions. should -not be 
alowed to continue for a moment long- 
er than is absolutely necessary. 

The time has now arrived when 2 
cable in the Pacific must extcnd as far 
us Manila, touching at the Hawaiian is- 
.ands and Guam on way. Two 
methods of establishing this cable com- 
munication at once suggest themselves. 
First, construction and maintenance of 
such a cable at the expense of the 
United States government, and second, 
construction and maintenance of such 
a cable by a private United States cor- 

‘ation under such safeguaiidds as con- 
ss shall impose, 

I do not make any recommendation 
to congress as to which of these meth- 
ods would be the more desirable. 


A PUBLIC NUISANCE. 
That’s What fia Tipplig Practice Has 
Become, 
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If there is one publie nuisance which 
demands immediate and final abate- 
ment it is the tipping evil. From an 
insignificant beginning it has grown 
into proportions truly formidable, and 
invades nearly every rank and profes- 
sion in life, if not directly, through an 
intricacy of red tape which but serves 
to glaze its real repulsiveness. 

The practice is said to have origin- 
ated in cheap London inns, where 
shrewd customers paid the venal wait- 
er a small gratuity with an implied 
contract that their fare should be bet- 
ter than that of their neighbor. It 
was next taken up by the higher 
classes, and, sharply touching avarice, 
one of the most powerful and suscep- 
tible of human passions, quickly made 
its convenience felt to those who could 
afford it. But the worst feature of the 
custom has developed lately. So prev- 
alent has tipping finally become that 
the recipient of such largess takes it 
purely as a matter of course, and 
many public institutions pay their em- 
ployes miserly salaries, with the ex- 
pectation that they shall bleed the pa- 
trons for the deficit. 


This they accomplish in a manner i 


disgustingand humiliating to the latter, 
subjecting them to impudent and even 
insulting treatment if the usual tip is 
not forthcoming, and when it is be- 
stowed, frequently receiving it with 
an air of lofty condescension. The 
United States government has recog- 
nized the existence of the custom, and 
effectively discouraged it by holdirg 
that persons on public service must tip 
out of their private pockets if they 
wish to indulge, and that tipping shall 
henceforth he eliminated as an item of 
the expense bill. It is earnestly to be 
hoped that the public generally will 
profit by such a meritorious and sensi- 
ble example, and discourage an evil 

which is daily growing more repugnant 
and inexcusable.—Atlanta Constitu- 
tion.

ISLAND OF MADAGASCAR., 


"T'was This Isle That Homer Visited on 
His Way to Odyssey. 


Everybody knows that a mystery 
hangs over the origin of the Hova race 
of Madagascar, that up to the French 
eonquest ruled the several other races 
of the island, and that there are many 
postulates concerning it, The matter 
may now be considered settled; a 
Frenchman has discovered that they 
are descended from the ancient Greeks 
and that the deposed queen has a line- 
age direct from Ulysses and a Phaea- 
cian princess! This is interesting. It 
appears that the voyage of Ulysses re- 
counted: in the Odyssey was not made 
in the Mediterranean at all, but in the 
Indian ‘ecean—we must suppose the 
isthmus of Suez already canaled, or 
that the boat was dragged across—and 
that the term of it was Madagascar, It 
was at the wells of Aden that Ulysses 
met the pérfidious daughter of the Les- 
trygons, and it was at Java that Circe 
held her magic court. The land of the 
Chimera and the Sirens are but the 
poetised hallucinations of the ship- 
wrecked, Escaping these dangers, 
Ulysses fell between the jaws of Scyl- 
la and Charybdis, not in the straits of 
Messina, but on the north coast of 
Madagascar, where in her fragrant 
bowers he met Calypso. 

Arrived at the court of Madagascar, 
what was the stupefaction of Ulysses 
to find that he had. been preceded there 
by men of his race, the Phaeacians, 
whose king, Antinous, was father of 
the fair Nausicaa. This last received 
him with the easy manners that pre- 
vail among Malagasche girls even to- 
day, There is no need to insist. If we 
agree to the rest we may very well ad- 
mit the persistence cf the royal race, 
and that the fair Nausicaa is the an- 
cestress of the black Ranavalo, the 
accident of clin.ate accounting for the 
ehange of tint.

Two 
methods of establishing this cable com- 
munication at once suggest themselves, 
First, construction and maintenance cf 
such a cable at the expense of the 
United States government, and second,

A PUBLIC NUISANCE. 


Thats What the Tipping Practice Has 
Recome. 


If there is one publie nuisance which 
demands immediate and final abate- 
ment it is the tipping evil. From an 
insignificant beginning it has grown 
into proportions truly formidable, and 
invades nearly every rank and profes- 
sion in life, if not directly, through an 
intricacy of red tape which but serves 
to glaze its real repulsiveness. 

The practice is said to have origin- 
ated in cheap London inns, where 
shrewd customers paid the venal wait- 
er a small gratuity with an implied 
contract that their fare should be bet- 
ter than that of their neighbor. It 
was next taken up by the higher 
classes, and, sharply touching avarice, 
one of the most powerful and suscep- 
tible of human passions, quickly made 
its convenience felt to those who could 
afford it. But the worst feature of the 
custom has developed lately. So prev- 
alent has tipping finally become that 
the recipient of such largess takes it 
purely as a matter of course, and 
many public institutions pay their em- 
ployes miserly salaries, with the ex- 
pectation that they shall bleed the pa- 
trons for the deficit. 

This they accomplish in a manner 
disgustingand humiliating to the latter, 
subjecting them to impudent and even 
insulting treatment if the usual tip is 
not forthcoming, and when it is be- 
stowed, frequently receiving it with 
an air of lofty condescension. The 
United States government has recog- 
nized the existence of the custom, and 
effectively discouraged it by holdirg 
that persons on public service must tip 
out of their.private pockets if they 
wish to indulge, and that tipping shall 
henceforth he eliminated as an item of 
the expense bill. It is earnestly to be 
hoped that the public generally will 
profit by such a meritorious and sensji- 
ble example, and discourage an evil 
which is daily growing more repugnant 
and inexcusable.—Atlanta Constitu- 
tion.

Want Your Horse Colored? 


Here’s a man who can color your 
horse to suit, and do it almost while 
you wait. He can literally make black 
white—in horses. He is George F. 
Richings, a professional horse painter, 
who says that there are great possi- 
bilities in his method of changing a 
horse’s color. How he discovered the 
process he describes as follows: | 

“I was treating a horse for a sore, 
and found the lotion had run into the 
hair and quickly changed its color. I 
started experiments, and have con- 
tinued them ever since. I frequently 
bought old crowbaits for $5 or $10 to 
experiment on their hides, and final- 
ly succeeded in getting the required 
results. 

“I can make a chestnut-colored horse 
in 24 hours, no matter what the color 
of the animal brought to me. To 
make a black or brown horse requires 
from six to ten days.” 

“Have you ever tricd making a white 
horse out of a black one?” 

“Oh, yes, frequently; but it is an ex- 
periment attended with danger to the 
horse. The lotions have a tendency to 
weaken the skin and are applied with 
danger to the more tender portions of 
the horse, more especially about the 
tendons. 

“A white spot three inches square 
can be produced in about six weeks. 
Of course we can create spots in differ- 
places at the same time but the en- 
tire horse can not be operated on at 
once.”

The squaw man in the Indian ter- 
ritory hereafter will not be able to 


: marry his Indian bride without pay- 


ing for the privitege. The Chickasaw 
legislature has passed a law whose cb- 
ject is to put a stop to the practice of 
white men marrying Indian women. 
Usually the squaw man is a pretty 
peor lot. He takes his Indian bride 
knowing that he has a snug litile bit 
of property as her share in the tribal 
lands. He is a loafer and an idler. 
The Indian lawmakers have now fixed 
up a law to tax every white man $6uU 
when he marries an Indian woman. 
At the last tribal election, the full 
bloods, for the first time in twenty 
years, got in control of the council. 
Since then they have life a burden for 
the half-breeds and squaw men. Many 
laws have been passed detrimental to 
their interests, but the mcst effective 
action of all was taken when the prica 
of a marriage license was raised from 
$50 to $600. This is only applicable o 


white men who would marry Indian 
that. 


women. Considering, however, 
the average Chickasaw girl has tribal 
property to the value of $3090, the 
price of a marriage licens? may not 
yet affect the shrewd white specu- 
lators who have been marrying the 
Chickasaw belles for revenue only.

TURTLES IN CAPTIVITY. 


They Never Altogether Give Over Efforts 
to Gain Freedom. 


The big five-foot loggerhead turtle at 
the Aquarium at intervals goes slowly 
round and round the brick-walled, por- 
celain-lined, twenty-eight-foot pool im 
which it is kept, trying to get out. It 
is not in any hurry, not in the slightest 
degree. 
the wall. with its body extending oute 
ward and backward into the pool, and, 
keeping its flippers moving just enough 
to keep itself afloat, it works its way 
slowly round the pool. 

In this the big loggerhead is like all 
the other turtles in the Aquarium; 
more than any other animals there, 
more persistently, the turtles seek free- 
dom. There isn’t a fish there, most 


comfortably quartered, well fed, and. 


kindly cared for as they are, that 
wouldn’t be glad to get out if it could. 


There are fishes in the Aquarium that 


have been there for years, that have 
doubled in size and wezgnt in that time, 
and that are well and happy; but just 
give ’em a chance and they’d scoot so 
fast vou couldn’t see their tails. But 
most of the fishes that have been there 
any length of time have become So ute 
customed to their home and surround- 
ings that they accept their condition 


with actual contentment. 

The turtles. however, never altogeth- 
er give up trying to get out. It is the 
same with them all—the turtles from 
the eo Wane the turtles from the 
sea. Big apping turtles that tig 
Aquarium as had in tanks have ai 
Ways spent more or less of their time 
wandering around leoking for a piace 
to get out: never in a hurry, but al: 
wavs looking. Manuel, the hawksbill 
turtle from the China Sea, that has 
been in the Aquarium now for a year 
or two, spends lots of his time with his 
beak pressed to the glass. He wants 
to get out. Manuel did have one spell 
of comparative freedom. For a time 
before the turtle tanks were complets 


_ed he had the run of the laboratory, a 
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long room perhaps fifty by twenty feet, 
and he had a fine time there, roaming 
up and down the big room at will, halt- 
ing on cold days to warm himself on 
comfortable spots in the floor made 
by the heat from steam-pipes !

It is really a form of cor- 
respondence card, which can be sent 
by means of pneumatic tubes from one 
end of Paris to another, covering the 
distance in the comparatively short 
space of one hour. It has something 
of the expedition of a telegram, with 
the advantage of being much cheaper. 
There is no open “petit bleu,” which 
costs threepence, Gjuble that amount 
securing a prepaid reply. The closed 
card is sold at fivepence, or reply paid, 
ane franc. This form of communica- 
tion is becoming increasingly popular 
in Paris. the “petit bleu” being accept- 
ed at all telegraph offices.

PROPOSED AMENDMENT, 


| Prominent Citizens In Favor of Look- 

ing over the **Cnarter Changes.” 
Thinking men of the city have all 
along felt somewhat disappointed over 
the result of the public meeting held 
some weeks ago to consider the pro- 
posed city charter amendments, as it is 
evident that the meeting had been 
“packed” and that the amendments 
were not given a fair showing. In par- 
ticular is deplored the loss of the sec- 
tion creating a street and police com- 
mission. All who are acquainted with 
the time, money and labor put upon 
the city streets and their resulting 
condition will agree that the cause lacks 
its proper effect and that the roadways 
snould make a better showing. This 
verdict is rendered with all due respect 
to the senior aldermen of the severai 
wards, who are faithful, conscientious 
-citizens hampered in their actions by 
the system thrust upon them, The aver- 
age alderman who enters upon his office 
has no more idea of street work than 
‘he has of civil engineering, minerclogy 
or any Other line of work entirely, out- 
cide of his experience. After a year’s 
apprenticeship under the senior member 
he himself must take the reins and look 
after affairs for twelve months. Just 
about the time an alderman has come 
to like the matter of street superin- 
tendence and has, throug sundry fail- 
ures, arrived at a good knowiedge of the 
situation, its needs and the best way of 


dealing with them, ne is relieved of of- 
fice and another neophite is started 
ctnrough the mill, The siireet commis- 
sioner meets the Same experience. 


Hardly has he mastered the details of 
nis position when his time expires and 
another is inStalled. 

The idea of a commiszsioyn, say of 
three members, to look after the streets 
and police service of the city, is to 
change the above mentioned state ol 
- affairs for the better. A ccnimiscion 
eiected by the councii and serving for 
several years would be able to approach 
the situation in a different tight aiid to 
bring about results entirely impossible 
under the present state of affairs. An- 
other argument in favor of a commis- 
Sion is that partisanism in connection 
| with the choice of marshal, deputies 
and street commissioner weuld be al- 
dost entirely eliminated. As inferen- 
tial proof note the appointees of the 
board of public works, who are selected 
for their special fitness for their sev- 


| eral situations and who are retained as 
Hong as they perform their duties satis- 
factorily, 

| This matter has been brought to the 
(attention of The Times by. severa. 
| prominent citizens, and the request was 
made that it be laid before the public. 
In case the creation of such a commis- 
sion should be deemed advisable by the 
voters, an amendment to that effect 
could easily be introduced into the bili 
which is to be presented in a few weeks 
for consideration by the legislature. An 
effort will be made to discover the gen- 
eral sentiment in regard to putting 
police and street work upon such a ba- 
sis,

| Thinking men of the city have all 
along felt somewhat disappointed over 
the result of the public meeting held 
some weeks ago to consider the pro- 
posed city charter amendments, as it is 
evident that the meeting had been 
‘packed’ and that the amendments 
were not given a fair showing. In par- 
ticular is deplored the loss of the sec- 
tion creating a street and police com- 
mission. All who are acquainted with 
the time, money and labor put upon 
the city streets and their resulting 
condition will agree that the cause lacks 
its proper effect and that the roadways 
should make a better showing. This 
verdict is rendered with all due respect 
to the senior aldermen of the several 
wards, who are faithful, conscientious 
itizens hampered in their actions by 
the system thrust upon them, The aver- 
age alderman who enters upon his office 
has no more idea of street work than 
‘he has of civil engineering, minerclogy 
or any other line of work entirely, out- 
eide of his experience, After a year’s

factorily, 

This matter has been brought to the 
attention of The Times by. severa. 
prominent citizens, and the request was 
made that it be laid before the public. 
In case the creation of such a commis- 
sion should be deemed advisable by the 
voters, an amendment to that effect 
could easily be introduced into the bili 
which is to be presented in a few weeks 
for consideration by the legislature. An 
effort will be made to discoyer the gen- 
eral sentiment in regard to putting 
police and street work upon such a ba- 
sis,
